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MPs debate 
air strikes 

THE momentous decision on whether 
to take military action or not is one of 
the most agonising an MP may face. 

This week, members of the House of 
Commons faced just that dilemma. As The GEM 
was going to press yesterday, MPs were voting 
on whether Britain should take part in air strikes 
against Islamic State forces based in Syria. 

The Government motion under consideration 
made a number of points that ‘the House’ had 
noted: 

That ISIL poses a threat to the UK. 

That it welcomes United Nations Security 
Council Resolution 2249, which determines that 
ISIL constitutes an ‘unprecedented threat’. 

That it recognises the importance of post¬ 
conflict planning. 

It was asked to support the Government in 
taking military action, specifically airstrikes, 
exclusively against ISIL in Syria. 

Some critics oppose the bombing, citing 
Afghanistan, Iraq and Libya as unresolved 
conflicts after bombing campaigns. They also 
argue that when countries in the West take 
military action in the Middle East, it encourages 
the radicalisation of some young Muslims.

MERGER: ‘THE VALE 
AND CARDIFF ARE 
NOT SO DIFFERENT’ 


1 AND many others agree that the 
WAG proposal to merge 22 local 
authorities into eight is in the public 
interest, as it will save at least 
£650million over ten years. 

It is unfortunate that around 2,000 admin jobs 
will be lost during this process; currently there are 
1,250 serving salaried councillors in Wales, which 
will be reduced significantly to approximately 600. 

These changes are necessary in light of the 
future cuts facing local government. 

Our current leader, Coun Neil Moore, and most 
other councillors are against the proposed merger, 
as it suggests the VoG merge with Cardiff. He has 
stated that the merger is an untenable mess and 
calls on the WAG to abandon the flawed plan. 

He also praises the council by using comforting 
words from reports to support the argument. 
However, I have noticed some caveats in the 
Auditor’s report which state that specific indicators 
do not provide a clear picture of outcomes being 
achieved.

pass back to your next of 
kin.

1232323, you could save 
many lives. There are 
7,000 people on the UK 
waiting list for 
transplants. Please take 
the time to read about 
and consider becoming 
an organ donor.

council leader’s statement. The Auditor said that 
they will monitor the council’s implementation of 
those proposed improvements. 

It has not been stated in any of the leader’s 
reports on this issue that there is a significantly 
reduced probability of Vale councillors being re¬ 
elected should the mergers go ahead. 

Therefore, self-interest prevails, with most 
councillors wishing to remain in office claiming a 
small stand-alone council is of great benefit to the 
electorate - questionable. In the interest of the 
taxpayer, the advantages are obvious - with eight 
chief executives, heads of education, social 
services, planning etc - instead of 22. 

The leader claims the Vale of Glamorgan is very 
different from Cardiff, geographically and 
culturally. These differences are not significant 
enough to prevent a merger of the Vale Council 
with the go-ahead city of Cardiff under the 
direction of WAG with delivery of the ‘City Deal’ 
for Cardiff. 

There is a real opportunity for local government 
to make great savings for the taxpayer and if 
councils work together, plan well, and involve their 
staff, there is an opportunity for significant 
savings - greater than the £650million identified. 

This means more money for front-line public 
services and investment in communities supporting 
the economy. Primarily, as a taxpayer, secondly as 
a councillor, I hope the merger goes ahead. 

Finally, unavoidable mergers to save money 
should not be used as an excuse to squander money 
on recruiting more Assembly members, since 
Wales has a population of only three million 
people.

Is it not true that 
some parts of the UK 
have been taken over to 
such a degree that they 
are virtually no-go 
areas? 

Many families make 
every effort to send

they dictate how their 
wives and daughters 
should dress, and who 
their daughters should 
marry. 

Women are down¬ 
graded to less than 
second class and non- 
Muslims are called 
“dhimmies ” (second 
class citizens). 

If I visited some 
Islamic countries, such 
as Saudi Arabia, I 
would not be allowed to 
take my Bible with me, 
and I would certainly 
not be allowed to build 
any kind of Christian 
church. 

Saudi Arabia, which 
is given such a high 
profile in this country, 
allows public 
executions where 
people go along to 
observe these events, 
then return home to 
resume their lives.

THE speaker at last 
week’s meeting of 
the Barry Men’s 
Forum was Mrs 
Polly Davies, an 
American citizen, 
who now lives in 
Wales, and she gave 
an informative talk 
on Thanksgiving 
Day. 

She had brought along 
pumpkin pie and 
pumpkin cake for all to 
sample, instead of the 
usual fayre the members 
enjoy at the beginning of 
their meetings. 

She started with the 
landing of what we now 
know as the Pilgrim 
Fathers, although at the 
time they were two 
groups the ‘Strangers’ 
and the ‘Saints’, who 
because of religious 
persecution sailed to 
America. 

When they landed in 
December 1620, it was a 
very inhospitable land, 
and because of the severe 
weather they had to 
spend the winter aboard 
the ship. When they 
eventually set up their 
homesteads, they were 
amazed when an Indian 
approached them and 
said, in English, 
“Welcome”. 

Many letters sent 
home record how much 
the Indians helped them 
in the first few years, 
allowing them to survive. 


Although 46 of the 
110 pilgrims died in the 
first year, it was in 
October 1621 that they 
had a three-day 
celebration, which is 
considered the start of 
Thanksgiving, when they 
ate fowl and turkey, and 
played games and had 
races. 

However, it was 
another 53 years before 
there was the next such 
celebration, and it was 
not until 1863 that 
Abraham Lincoln made a 
Proclamation for 

Thanksgiving, which has 
grown into the major 
American celebration 
that it is today. 

Polly went on to 
describe in much detail 
the foods and customs 
that are now practised 
throughout the country.

Upper Holton facelift 


THE fourth phase of a 
regeneration scheme 
aimed at revitalising 
the upper section of 
Holton Road has 
started with the front 
facades of numbers 
238-254 Holton Road 
having extensive 
masonry stabilisation 
works carried out. 

This will be followed 
by a facelift consisting of 
stone cleaning, 

repainting and the 
renewal of old timber 
doors and windows, 
together with a new 
rainwater system. 

Existing bath stone 
features are being 
restored to maintain the 
character of the late 19th 
century properties. 


A number of shop 
fronts will then be 
renewed to create a 
bright, new look to the 
street. 

The fronts of two 
vacant commercial 
premises are also due to 
be converted into 
residential 
accommodation. 

It is hoped that as well 
as improving the image 
of the area, the work will 
also support and improve 
local businesses. 

The scheme is being 
jointly funded by the 
Vale Council and the 
Welsh Government and 
forms part of the 
Castleland Renewal Area 
project. 

Local business owner 
Nigel Phillips, who runs 


an upholsterers on the 
corner of Holton Road 
and Lower Morel Street, 
said: “This is a once in a 
lifetime opportunity for 
me and other 
shopkeepers to update 
their properties and I 
hope that as many as 
possible take up this offer 
for the benefit of the 
area. Without the 
support and financial 
assistance the council are 
offering, I would have 
had no way of 
overcoming the 

structural repairs 

required to my property. 

“Being a Barry boy, I 
wanted to continue to 
operate from Holton 
Road.”

ONCE upon a time, 
Penarth Pier’s 
ballroom was the 
place to go for 
dancing and the 
1940s was its 
heyday, when 
countless people 
enjoyed their own 
‘Strictly’ dance 
experience on its 
beautiful maple 
dance floor. 

The ballroom may 
have gone from the 
refurbished building, but 
a little piece of that dance 
floor lives on and will be 
returning to Penarth Pier 
this December in the 
form of a wooden 
Christmas tree made by 
Cardiff-based charity, 
Vision 21. 

The charity offers 
vocational training to 
adults with learning 
disabilities, and during 
the refurbishment of the 
Pier, the charity’s 
woodwork project helped 
to recycle and prepare 
some of the old wood 
from the building to be 
re-used in the 
construction of various 
fixtures and fittings. 

In return, Vision 21 
received pieces of the 
original maple dance 
floor to be used in its 
training programme and 
in the production of the 
hand-crafted wooden 
items the students make 
and sell. 

Now they have 
produced a beautiful 



maple Christmas tree 
which will be displayed 
at Penarth Pier from 
December 7, designed 
and built by Vision 21 
woodwork tutor, Nick 
Wildblood, and 

decorated with 

handmade items created 
by Vision 21 students. 

It also features a 
specially designed 
sculpture of two 1940s 
dancers for the top, made 
by papier-mache sculptor 
Debbie Court. 

Vision 21’s woodwork 
instructor Andrew Finch 
said: “We’ll be happy to 
sell the tree to the highest 
bidder to raise money for 
the charity, or possibly 
raffle it, but in the 
meantime, it’s good that 
a bit of the Pier is going 
home”. 

Vision 21’s wooden 
Christmas tree will also 
be displayed as part of 
the Christmas Tree 
Festival at St Augustine’s 
Church, Penarth, on 
December 5-6.

SNOWED UNDER 
RAMBLERS HEAD 
FOR THE HEIGHTS! 


RECENTLY, members of 
Penarth and District Ramblers 
were treated to two different 
seasons all in one weekend, 
after the mild autumnal spell. 

Barrie and his three companions 
were unable to reach Talybont as heavy 
snowfall and icy conditions rendered 
the minor lanes impassable and instead 
headed for the Lower Neuadd 
reservoir. 

They set off up the Taff Trail along 
the old drovers’ road in snow that was 
several inches deep as the brilliant 
sunshine lit up the snow covered peaks 
of the central Brecon Beacons ahead of 
them. 

Having clambered up Fan y Big 
with its glorious views down through 
the valley containing the Upper and 
Lower Neuadd reservoirs, a blustery 
wind hit them full force as they 
tramped along snowy pathways 
through Craig Cwareli and Bwlch y 
Ddwyallt. 

Overlooking Waun Rydd, a stone 
memorial is a reminder of a tragic 
Second World War air crash when all 
five Canadian members of a 
Wellington bomber died on the 
mountain side in extremely bad 
weather conditions. 

As the wind buffeted them they 
made their way back to Torpantau and 
through the Taff Fechan forest back to 
their start, after a difficult but 
rewarding trek through wintry 
conditions, enhanced by the stunning 
views. 

By contrast, on the following day 
the group of ten walkers, headed by 
Joy, set off from Lower Wyndcliff in 
almost perfect walking conditions with 
no wind and lovely late autumnal 
sunshine. A climb through woodland 
paths led to the Eagle’s Nest high 


above the River Wye, which originally 
was the start of Valentine Morris’s 
Piercefield Walks, being the highest 
point with the best view. 

Descending by field and rocky 
tracks to Tintern, before pretty leaf- 
covered sunken lanes and woodland 
paths led them back uphill, they 
tramped on to climb Gaer Hill, where 
holly bushes were speckled with juicy 
red berries. 

Boggy meadows overlooking the 
Severn Estuary with grand views of 
both Severn bridges as well as the 
English coastline led them downhill 
towards Rogerstone Grange and 
Oakgrove Stud at St Arvans. 

The well cared-for village church 
set in a circular churchyard was 
originally Norman and has an unusual 
octagonal tower; while nearby Squirrel 
Cottages, where the original Squirrel 
Inn opened in 1784, but was closed 
when the Piercefield Inn opened in 
1825 to cope with the ever-increasing 
tourist trade, led them to a road. 

From fields overlooking the lower 
end of Chepstow Racecourse where 
the first race was run in August 1926, 
they followed undulating pathways 
through woodland and the famous 
Giant’s Cave back to their start. 

On December 8, meet at 9.30am at 
Cardiff Central Railway Station for a 
12-mile easy to moderate tramp 
through Cardiff taking in Cardiff 
Castle, Bute Park, Cathays Cemetery

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Roman coins and medieval rings declared treasure

A HOARD of 
Roman silver coins 
and two medieval 
finger rings have 
been declared as 
treasure by HM 
Coroner for Cardiff 
and the Vale of 
Glamorgan. 

The Roman silver 
coins were discovered 
by Mr Richard Annear 
and Mr John Player 
while metal detecting in 
a field at Wick in the 
Vale of Glamorgan on 
December 13, 2014. 

The coins were found 
partly scattered by 
previous ploughing and 
the finders left the 
undisturbed portion in 
the ground before 
reporting the finds to 
Mark Lodwick, co¬ 
ordinator of the Portable 
Antiquities Scheme in 
Wales (PAS Cymru) and 
archaeological curators 
at Amgueddfa Cymru 


National Museum Wales. 

This allowed museum 
staff to lift it intact for 
detailed excavation in 
the museum laboratory. 

The find comprises 91 
Roman silver denarii 
(coins) which were 
buried in a locally-made 
pot. The coins date from 
the period of Emperor 
Nero (AD 54-68) to 
Marcus Aurelius (161- 
80) and the latest coin 
was struck in 163-4; 14 
emperors and empresses 
are represented. The 
hoard also contained 
three coins issued by 
Mark Antony in 31 BC. 

Edward Besly, 
numismatist at 
Amgueddfa Cymru 
National Museum Wales 
said: “Each coin 
represents about a day’s 
pay at the time, so the 
hoard represents a 
significant sum. 

“The hoard’s find spot 
is only a mile (1.6 km) 
as the crow flies from

that of another second 
century silver hoard 
found at Monknash in 
2000, which comprised 
103 denarii, buried a 
little earlier, around 150. 

“Together, the hoards 
point to a prosperous 
coin-using economy in 
the area in the middle of 
the second century.” 

The two medieval 
rings were found in 
Llancarfan in the Vale of 
Glamorgan by Mr David 
Harrison in December 
2013. 

The silver finger ring 
in the form of a 
decorated band, tapering 
away from bezel. The 
decoration, which 
extends all along the 
external face, has been 
first engraved and then 
inlaid with niello (now 
only partially preserved, 
but represented by dark 
material in parts of the 
engraved design). The 
ring is of 12th century 
date. Parallels include 
one from the Lark Hill 
hoard, Worcester (buried 
c. 1173-4). 

The gold decorative 
ring has a repeating 
pattern of alternating 
half-flowers filling 
triangular panels, 
separated by a deep zig¬ 
zag moulding and 
considered to be of the 
late 15 th century. 

Dr Mark Redknap 
from the Department of 
History and 
Archaeology, National 
Museum Wales, said: 
‘These are finger rings 
from different centuries; 
one 12th century and the 
other 15 th century, 
reflecting different 
traditions of fine 
metalworking, which are 
important indicators of 
changing fashions in 
south Wales during the 
medieval period’. 

Additional finds from 
the area declared 
treasure today include: a 
15-16th century silver 
pendant and a 17th 
century silver gilt finger 
ring from Penllyn, Vale 
of Glamorgan; a 15th- 
16th century silver 
finger ring from 
Llancarfan; a 13th-14th 
century silver brooch 
from Llancarfan; an 
early 18th century gold 
finger ring from Rhoose; 



a late Bronze Age hoard 
from Penllyn and a late 
Bronze Age hoard from 
Pentyrch, Cardiff. 

The treasure items 
will be acquired by 
Amgueddfa Cymru 
National Museum Wales 
supported by grant 
funding provided 
through the Saving 
Treasures; Telling 
Stories Heritage Lottery 
funded project. 

Great archaeological 
discoveries from around 
the world and the big 
screen will be on display 


in a major new 
exhibition Treasures: 
Adventures in 
Archaeology at National 
Museum Cardiff from 
January 26 - October 
30. 

To celebrate 2016, 
Year of Adventure in 
Wales, the Museum will 
host extraordinary gems 
from popular culture 
including the hat, whip 
and jacket of Indiana 
Jones, crystal skulls and 
Inca Gold alongside 
early finds such as 
Egyptian Mummies.

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Ambulance Service 
exceeds its target 


Amelia Trust’s 
marquee fair a 
festive success 


ALMOST 70 per 
cent of people with 
life-threatening 
illnesses and injuries, 
received an 

emergency response 
within eight minutes 
during the first 
month of a year-long 
pilot to test changes 
to the Welsh 
Ambulance Service, 
new figures 

published reveal. 

A third of people (34.7 
per cent) received a 
response within just four 
minutes, the figures show. 

The figures for 
October - the first month 
of the new clinical 


response model - show 
the Welsh Ambulance 
Service has met and 
exceeded the target that 
65 per cent of responses 
to the most life- 
threatening emergencies 
should arrive within eight 
minutes. 

A total of 68.7 per cent 
red calls were responded 
to within eight minutes. 
The average response 
time to this type of call 
was five minutes and 44 
seconds. 

The figures show: The 
Welsh Ambulance service 
received 38,155 

emergency calls in 
October 2015, an average 
of 1,231 a day. 

Of these, 1,877 (5 per 


cent) were immediately 
life-threatening (red) 
emergency calls; 68.7 per 
cent (1,267) responses 
arrived within eight 
minutes, above the target 
of 65 per cent. 74 per 
cent of red calls were 
responded to in nine 
minutes; 78.9 per cent 
within 10 minutes. 

Deputy Health 

Minister Vaughan 

Gething said: “The 
figures published today 
show the new system is 
working, with nearly 70 
per cent of the most 
immediately life- 

threatening calls to the 
Welsh Ambulance 
Service receiving a 
response within eight 
minutes. 

“I want to pay tribute 
to the ambulance 
service’s hard-working 
frontline clinicians, 
volunteer first responders 
and clinical contact centre 
staff for their dedication 
and commitment. 

“Their work embracing 
the new clinical response 
model is crucial to 
delivering better

Spielberg’s Cold War spy thriller 
is a classy and engaging affair...

GIVEN his strong 
work ethic, it 
seems strange to 
think that Steven 
Spielberg’s last 
film, Lincoln , was 
nearly three years 
ago. 

While the ‘Berg has 
plenty on his slate in the 
future (including a take 
on Roald Dahl’s The 
BFG), his current film 
sees him re-team with 
Tom Hanks for the third 
time in Bridge of Spies. 

A true story, it sees 
Hanks play James B 
Donovan, an American 
lawyer hired to defend 
Rudolf Abel (Mark 
Rylance), a Soviet spy 
who has been caught. 
While Donovan was 
initially hired in order 
to ensure Abel received 
a fair trial, their 
relationship deepens, 
and when American 
pilot Francis Gary 
Powers (Austin Stowell) 
is shot down over 
Russia, Donovan is 
recruited to arrange an 
exchange for Powers 
with Abel returning 
home - an exchange 
that doesn’t go as 
smoothly as hoped... 

It seems like 
something of a foregone 
conclusion to cast Tom 
Hanks as a wholly 
decent American, 


concerned with doing 
the morally right thing 
rather than the 
perceived right thing, 
even when it comes at a 
cost to both him and his 
family. 

However, just 
because it’s a foregone 
conclusion doesn’t 
mean that the end 
performance, and 
indeed product, is 
anything less than 
stellar, and so it applies 
to Bridge of Spies, a 
film that trades on 
Hanks’ (and to some 
degree Steven 
Spielberg’s) honour and 
nobility and coalesces 
into an insightful and 
powerful film. 

It’s essentially two 
separate stories tied in 
together - the opening 
half of the film sees 
Hanks’ Donovan 
coerced into defending 
Abel despite it being the 
‘un-American’ thing to 
do; despite doing what’s 
right and just, Donovan 
discovers that his stand 
has consequences. 

The second half sees 
Powers shot down over 
Russia and Donovan 
brought into the fold to 
negotiate his release in 
return for Abel’s release 
and return to the Soviets 
- one of many wrinkles 
being that the swap has 
to take place in East

Berlin, and that an 
American student has 
found himself captured 
and held prisoner at the 
same time. 

It feels a little tacked 
together, Donovan and 
Abel the bridges 
between the stories, but 
within are some deeply 
tense and moving 
sequences; as the script 
subtly indicates, the 
notion of doing the right 
thing applies even when 
other people believe 
you are doing the wrong 
thing, and it’s the 
conviction of your 
beliefs, and how hard 
you cling onto them 
even in the face of 
extreme adversity, that 
showcases your 
character. 

There are even a few 
idiosyncratic notes, 
supplied by the Coen 
brothers, which deepen 
and bring the humanity 
out in the story even 


more. 

This is as close as 
Hanks may get to play 
Atticus Finch, but while 
the similarities between 
that fictional character 
and the non-fictional 
Donovan are perhaps 
played up for the 
screen, Hanks’ stoic 
turn is exceptional, the 
actor rooting the 
character as a believable 
one, doing what he feels 
is right. 

It is an archetype in 
the Hanks canon 
certainly, but it doesn’t 
lessen the impact of his 
powerful performance 
at all. 

Opposite him is Mark 
Rylance, a man more 
likely to be found on 
stage rather than screen 
- although, on the basis 
of his work here, that 
may no longer apply as 
Rylance is an incredible 
counterpoint to Hanks, 
their onscreen chemistry 
well played as the actor 
brings incredible nuance 
to Abel, like Donovan a 
man doing what he 
believed was right, for 
his country. 

The film pivots on 
their relationship, even 
when action switches to 
freeing Powers and 
Abel is relegated to 
occasional cutaway 
scenes - the characters 
strongly written and 
even more strongly 
portrayed, with an 
unshowy supporting 
cast dripping with 
pedigree solidifying the 
foundations. 

For Spielberg, this 
mines a similar ground 
to Lincoln in a 
roundabout way - a 
man doing what he feels 


is right and damn the 
consequences, despite 
being acutely aware of 
them - and it follows 
that film’s dialogue- 
heavy tone. 

There are occasional 
sequences of drama 
where Spielberg cuts 
loose (the capture of 
Abel, a horrifying 
glimpse into the lengths 
people went to get over 
the wall, a tension-filled 
climax) but his focus is 
on telling the story, 
which he does 
incredibly well. 

Quite whether such a 
prestigious project will 
get the overwhelming 
love it deserves - 
particularly come 
awards season - will 
depend on how you 
view the achievement of

MP calls for clarity 
on car parking policy 


VALE MP Alun Cairns is 
calling on the Vale Council to 
clarify its position on proposed 
car parking charges - after 
council leader Neil Moore 
suggested that charges may 
not go ahead. 

Mr Cairns met with over 100 
businesses that could be affected by 
parking charges in the Vale last week. 

Traders who met with Vale 
Council recently were unanimous in 
calling for the council to scrap plans 
to charge, and following the 
comments from Mr Moore, the Vale 
MP is calling for clarity to boost new 
starters on the high street. 

In last week’s GEM, the Vale 
leader gave a heavy hint that the 
council is unlikely to proceed with 
the planned charges. He wrote: “I can 


confirm that as a council we will be 
seriously reconsidering if (and it’s a 
big if), we should introduce car 
parking charges in Barry and 
Cowbridge town centres, after having 
conversations with local people and 
traders in both towns.” 

Mr Cairns said: “Coun Moore has 
indicated that he has listened to the 
valid concerns of traders, and to his 
credit he is showing the necessary 
leadership to get the policy right. 

“I am concerned that allowing the 
uncertainty to drag on will stop new 
shops opening. 

“I have been told that a number of 
new businesses are, understandably, 
holding off signing leases until the 
policy on car parking is clarified.”

THE State Pension is a regular payment 
from the government most of us can 
claim when we reach State Pension age. 
On 6 April 2016, the new State Pension 
will be introduced for women born on 
or after the 6 April 1953, and men born 
on or after 6 April 1951. The changes to 
the current system will make it less 
complicated in the future.. 

If you were born before these dates, you'll 
continue to receive your State Pension under 
the current scheme, even if you defer claiming 
it. 

How much will I get? 

This will depend on your National Insurance 
(Nl) record so not everyone will get the same 
amount. You'll normally need at least 10 
qualifying years to get any State Pension. 

These can be from before or after 6 April 2016, 
and don't have to be ten years in a row. 

The full amount of the new State Pension 
will be around £155.65 a week but you may 
get more or less than this depending on your 
past Nl record. 

No one who qualifies for the new State 
Pension should get less than they would have 
received under the old system, based on their 
own contributions to April 2016. 

What if you are or were in a 
pension scheme at work? 

If you are or were in a salary-related pension 
scheme at work (for example, "final salary" or 
"career average"), or you were in any type of 
pension scheme at work before April 2012, you 
are likely to have been "contracted-out" of the 
Additional State Pension. (This is part of the 
current State Pension system). Some 
stakeholder and personal pension schemes 
were also "contracted-out". 

If you have been contracted-out of the 
Additional State Pension this means you paid 
less Nl into the State system and built up some 
private pension instead. However, your private 
pension should include an amount that, in 
most cases, will be at least equivalent to the 
Additional State Pension you contracted-out 
of. 

The actual amount you'll receive from your 
contracted-out pension scheme will depend 
on the scheme. 

From April 2016, contracting-out will end as 
will the reduced Nl rate contracted-out

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Two momentous events that marked December 1915 


Amid the carnage, poppies become 

immortalised on Flanders Field by Ceri Joseph 



TWO significant, 
yet initially 
unrelated events 
took place in 
December 1915, 
which were to 
prove influential in 
the years to come. 

Douglas Haig 
replaced Sir John French 
as Commander in Chief 
of the British Army and 
John McCrae’s poem 
‘On Flanders Field’ was 
published, anonymously, 
in Punch magazine on 
December 8. 

Lt Col John McCrae, 
a Canadian doctor, had 
been inspired by the 
appearance of poppies 
growing in the 
battlefield, after losing a 
friend at Ypres in the 
spring of 1915. 

Douglas Haig, who 
had distinguished 
himself as Commander 
of the 1st Corps of the 
BEF at Mons and Ypres, 
became Supreme 
Commander of the 
British Army on 
December 16. 

Evidence suggests 
that he played an active 
role in French’s 
downfall, informing 
King George V that he 
had little confidence in 
Sir John French’s 
command, but that he, 
Haig, “would be willing 
to do his duty in any 
capacity.” 

Consequently Haig 
himself would be 
remembered for the 
carnage of ‘The Somme’ 
the following year, for 
which his lack of tactical 
awareness would be 
nationally criticised . 

Conversely, the poppy 
immortalised in the 
poem ‘On Flanders 
Field’ would become 
synonymous with the 
fallen. Not just with 
World War 1 casualties, 
but eventually adopted 
as a symbol of 
Remembrance for all 
British military 
engagements. 

The Royal British 
Fegion formed in 1921 
raised over £106,000 
from the first ever 
‘Poppy Appeal.’ A 
French lady, Anna 
Guerin had bought the 


nine million poppies 
sold in Britain, but in 
1922 Major George 
Howson set up the 
Poppy Factory to 
employ disabled ex- 
Servicemen. 

Interestingly, demand 
for poppies was so high 
in Britain in the ensuing 
years that Douglas 
Haig’s wife established 
the Fady Haig Poppy 
Factory in Edinburgh in 
1926. 

Porthcawl’s branch of 
the Royal British Fegion 
was formed in 1924, 
evolving out of the local 
organisation Comrades 
of the Great War. 

The Gallipoli 
campaign resulted in 
250,000 Allied 
casualties. December 11 
witnessed the final 
withdrawal of the 
severely depleted 53rd 
Welsh Division from 
Gallipoli to Alexandria, 
where in the New Year 
they would be involved 
in military action 
defending Serbia and 
Greece against the 
Bulgarians. 

However, prior to the 
Welsh arriving, one 
Porthcawlian had 
already seen action at 
Salonika in the Battle of 
Kosturino. Prior to 
landing on Salonika, 

2nd Fieutenant Charles 
Alan Smith Morris, 
Clevis House, Newton, 
Porthcawl had already 
seen active service, 
being wounded in his 
right knee at the Battle 
of Neuve Chapelle the 
previous March 1915. 

On November 18, 
1915 2nd Ft Morris, one 
of a 350-strong 
Bedfordshire Regiment 
contingent, landed at 
Salonika attached to the 
5th Royal Irish Fusiliers, 
whose number had been 
depleted to 280 due to 
their involvement in the 
Gallipoli Campaign. 

As part of the 
restructuring, the 20- 
year-old 2nd Ft Morris 
found himself in 
command of a company, 
despite having only seen 
around 24 hours of 
service on a front line by 
that time. 

He kept a diary in 
which he describes his 


time at ‘Rocky Peak’, 
which would eventually 
become part of what 
became known as the 
Battle of Kosturino 
between the forces of 
Bulgaria and Great 
Britain. 

Morris wrote on 
December 3,1915: 
‘When we got to the 
Regiment, (November 
28) we had a very thin 
time, no tents, huts or 
billets, but just a bivouac 
where you were out in 
the open. It was 
freezing hard at night 
then, the men had 
nothing, except one 
blanket and a waterproof 
sheet. 

‘The next night it 
rained, and we all got 
very wet, as there is no 
cover and nowhere to 
dry anything.’ He 
continued: ‘The next 
night it got much colder 
and snowed, and all the 
next day, ending up with 
about four inches of 
snow on the ground.’ 

Ft Morris then 
explains how the 
Company Commander 
went sick with jaundice 
and he had to take 
command. After four 
days, the company 
ended up further up the 
line on a rocky peak. 

The blizzards that 
welcomed December 
took their toll on his 
men. Many went down 
with frostbite, lost their 
toes, all of which 
weakened the regiment. 

However, it did not 
weaken Morris’s resolve. 
Describing their position 
as 4,000 foot up in the 
mountains, with no 
roads and deserted 
villages, Morris relates 
how - ‘The Bulgars 
don’t seem a bit keen on 
fighting and a lot of 
them have been giving 
themselves up.’ 

Yet on December 7, 

Ft Morris led an assault 
on the ‘Bulgars’ 
stronghold as the fog 
descended. According 
to dispatches, Morris got 
shot in the right shoulder 
and ‘vanished in the 
fog.’ 

In his diary, he 
describes how he had to 
walk a few miles to the 
nearest dressing station

before being transferred 
onto a hospital ship, 
bound for England. 

Major Charles Alan 
Smith Morris, as he is 
later to be addressed, 
sadly did not survive the 
war. His story, which 
was related in April’s 
issue, stated that he died 
on May 7, 1917, near 
Arras. 

Meanwhile, back in 
Porthcawl on the second 
week in December, 124 
men enlisted into the 
services at the 
Esplanade; and the first 
meeting took place of 
the Porthcawl branch of 
the Glamorgan Voluntary 
Training Corps. 

The need to play their 
part in the war was 
keenly felt among those 
outside enlisting age, or 
those with genuine 
reasons unable to join 
the regular army. 

The scheme was 
viewed more as a home 
defence organisation 
against a German 
invasion. Nationally, the 
Volunteer Training 
Corps was suspended in 
December 1918. It was 
officially disbanded in 
January 1920, with the 
exception of the 
Volunteer Motor Corps, 
which was retained until 
April 1921 in case of 
civil disorder. The idea 
would emerge again as 
the Home Guard in 
World War 2. 

Amid a time of fear 
and heartache, the 
Christmas spirit still 
endured. In response to 
a national request for

footballs for the front, 
the Rev DG Samuel, the 
newly-appointed curate 
to the parish, presented 
one to the 23rd Pioneer 
Battalion, stationed at 
the town. 

Further, Christmas 
dinner for the 150 
wounded men of the 
Welsh Regiment 
Danygraig camp was 
served at 1pm at the 
Porthcawl Hotel, and 
was paid for and 
provided by the 
management of the 
Porthcawl Coliseum (the 
Spar today). 

A thousand cigarettes 
were also supplied by 
the children of the 
Porthcawl Council 
Schools, who had 
trawled the town during 
the month, collecting 
their gift. 

The 90 wounded 
soldiers at ‘The Rest’ 
were also treated to a 
Christmas dinner at 5pm 
and an evening of 
entertainment; but they 
enjoyed the fruit and 
sweets provided by the 
children of Porthcawl’s 
private schools. 

The month ended with 
the news that, on 
December 28, the British 
Government had agreed 
to introduce compulsory 
military service, with 
single men to be 
conscripted before 
married ones. 

The Military Services 
Act was passed in 
January 1916; and came 
into force in March, that 
same year.

‘You find out who your

CARERS and 
people living with 
dementia are 
supporting Cardiff 
and Vale University 
Health Board’s 
‘Dementia 
December’, a local 
initiative to raise 
awareness of the 
disease. 

A UHB spokesperson 
reports: The campaign, 
supported by University 
Health Board (UHB) 
staff, aims to improve 
the experiences of 
people with dementia 
and their carers. The 
focus is on giving 
workers the knowledge 
and understanding to 
enhance the service they 
provide, during a 
stressful and confusing 
time for patients. 

Jackie Askey, of 
Llandaff, cared for her 
husband George for 12 
years following his 
diagnosis. He passed 
away in January of this 
year. Jackie praised the 
UHB’s efforts to help 
staff support patients in 
a confident and 
empathetic way. 

She said: “We need 
to help people with 
dementia lead as full a 
life as possible. This is 
a lifeline to the person 
with dementia and a 
lifeline to the carer.” 

Jackie urges health 
workers and people in 
the community to see 
the person beyond the 
dementia: “They still 
have an awful lot to 
give. The dementia is 
only a very small part of 
them and does not make 
the whole person.” 


As part of Dementia 
December, the UHB is 
working with its 
Dementia Champions, 
members of staff 
committed to helping 
dementia patients and 
carers. This includes 
techniques such as using 
simple sentences and 
gaining eye-contact. 

Cardiff and Vale 
UHB has also been 
working in Cardiff and 
the Vale of Glamorgan 
to develop Dementia 
Friendly Communities, 
an Alzheimer’s Society 
scheme designed to 
make communities more 
welcoming and 
inclusive. The UHB has 
collaborated with 
partners such as South 
Wales Fire and Rescue 
Service, City of Cardiff 
Council, the Vale 
Council and third sector 
organisations. 

Cardiff West and 
Barry will celebrate 
working towards their 
Dementia Friendly 
Communities status on 
December 9. The event, 
at Barry Memorial Hall, 
acknowledges the 
ongoing commitment to 
supporting people with 
dementia in the 
community. With the 
number of people with 
dementia in Cardiff and 
the Vale expected to 
increase from 5,000 to 
over 8,000 by 2030, this 
is an important step. 

Sharon Hopkins, 
Director of Public 
Health, welcomed the 
news. She said: “Living 
with dementia can be 
difficult for patients, as 
well as their family, 
friends and carers. It is

‘More clarity needed 
on the Metro scheme’ 

AS the Welsh Government published its 
proposals for the south Wales Metro 
project this week, leader of the Welsh 
Conservatives and South Wales Central 
AM, Andrew RT Davies, commented: 
“The Metro must be more than just 
colourful lines on a publicity campaign’s 
map. 

“We need further clarity on how the scheme will 
work in practice and how gaps in service 
throughout the Vale of Glamorgan will be filled. 

“We need more leadership on the introduction of 
a Metro system if its benefits are ever to be fully 
realised for residents in the Vale,” he said.

‘Follow Parc 
model for 
prison visits’ 

- REPORT URGES 


PRISON visit rules 
risk keeping 
thousands of 
families apart, the 
Barnardo’s charity 
has warned. 

Prisons should adopt 
the HMP Parc Bridgend 
model, and view visits as 
a family intervention, 
rather than a security 
risk, it maintains in a 
report this week. 

“The prison system in 
Wales and England is 
jeopardising thousands 
of children’s rights to 
see their dads, and 
family visits should not 
be used to discipline 
prisoners,” it states. 

Over 17,000 children 
visit prisons each month, 
Barnardo’s survey of the 
prison visiting system 
Locked Out reveals. 

They are part of the 
estimated 200,000 
children with a parent in 
prison. 

“Children have a right 
under the United Nations 
to contact with both their 
parents. For children 
with a parent in prison, 
visits are crucial in 
maintaining these 
relationships and can 


help cut down re¬ 
offending by 39 per cent. 

“However, visiting 
hours are increasingly 
being taken away to 
punish prisoners 
following changes to the 
‘Incentives and Earned 
Privileges’ (IEP) 
scheme, leaving some 
children with just two 
hours a month to visit 
dad.” 

The report also finds 
that children are 
regularly being searched 
by guards in intrusive 
interactions that see 
items such as breast- 
milk sniffed, hair 
searched and personal 
effects such as hair 
decorations taken away. 

Despite no clear 
evidence existing that 
parents use children to 
smuggle drugs, one boy 
reports ‘Feeling like 
you’ve done something 
wrong’. 

Bamardo’s is calling 
for changes in the way 
children of prisoners are 
treated in Wales and 
England. This includes 
effectively banning using 
visiting hours to punish 
and reward prisoners in 
male prisons.

New year decision 
on Vale Housing - 


LOCAL RESIDENT 
LOOKS AT THE 
STATISTICS... 


I T is two years 
since I wrote to 
The GEM about 
the LDP’s housing 
projections - and 
the council have 
now produced their 
latest briefing 
paper on housing 
provision, using the 
latest WG statistics. 

This paper is available 
on the Vale website and 
makes entertaining 
reading. It is a document 
which appears to start 
out with a number in 
mind and attempts to 
justify it. 

As before, the paper 
and the LDP projects 
that the Vale population 
will rise from 126,000 
living in 53,500 
households to 132,500 
by 2026 (this is a Welsh 
Government (WG) 
projection based on 2011 
census details). A 
projected population 
increase of 6,500 (5 per 
cent) for the period. 

The new WG 
statistics state that there 
is a projected 
requirement for 5,559 
additional houses 
between 2011 and 2026. 
However, the WG has 
also introduced a 10- 
year migration variant 
which if used takes the 
required number of 
houses up to 7,399. 

This is still too low 
for the council so the 
paper explores all of the 
reasons why the figure 
should be higher. This 
includes saying the 
period of the census and 
current projections etc. 
was at a time of low 
economic growth and in 
particular the Vale forms 
part of the regional 
housing plan and a 
special economic growth 
area. 

A consultant (BE 
group) was used to 
project that an additional 
1,000 to 1,602 dwellings 
could be required to 
cover this rise in jobs so 


the figure of 1,602 was 
added to the total. Then 
add another 499 to 
reflect the regional role 
and maintain affordable 
housing. This gives a 
grand total of 9,500 and 
when 10 per cent 
flexibility is added, you 
arrive at the figure you 
first thought of 10,450. 
Magic!! 

I read the paper with 
growing disbelief. The 
paper points out that 
although the majority of 
objections to the 
required numbers were 
that they were too high 
but there was a 
significant number 
stating they were too 
low. These were all 
house builders! 

The report also didn’t 
mention that the council 
and government have 
been trying to increase 
jobs in the area for the 
last 20 years, with lots 
of business land 
available, with limited 
success. The paper also 
mentions that over 4,500 
affordable houses 
require to be built over 
the next five years and 
the LDP states that the 
majority of these are 


required in the Barry 
area. How does the plan 
address this fact? 

The inspector has 
started to hear objections 
to the LDP and in 
January there are two 
meetings to discuss 
housing numbers. It was 
a bit disappointing to see 
that a significant number 
of the participants are 
people with a financial 
interest in having a high 
number of houses built 
i.e. house builders. 

It is clear that the 
council must use the 
latest WG projections as 
a starting point for their 
projections and 
demonstrate that the 
requirement for 
additional houses is 
based on sound 
evidence. 

I would just state that 
the UK projection for 
increase in house 
numbers in Wales as a 
whole over the period is 
10.2 per cent. Why then 
does the council think 
that the Vale needs an 
increase of 18 per cent?

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WALES MANAGER OPENS JENNER PARK’S 
NEW ‘STATE OF THE ART’ 3G SURFACE 



A NEW chapter was marked in the proud 
history of Jenner Park stadium in Barry 
last Thursday when Wales manager Chris 
Coleman officially opened the new 3G 
artificial playing surface. 

He marked the occasion by kicking the first ball in 
a football festival featuring 160 youngsters from 
primary schools across the Vale. 

Coleman was also presented with a gift by pupils 
at nearby Jenner Park Primary school to congratulate 
him on his success as the national boss. 

The new pitch, installed following a six-figure 
investment by the Vale Council, is part of an 
ambitious plan to open the stadium up to the 
community and secure its future as the premier 
sporting venue in the Vale. 

Speaking at the opening Chris Coleman 
commended the renovation, saying: “Football, like 
any sport, starts in the community and we need 
facilities like this one if we are going to nurture the 
next generation of sporting stars. 

“Barry has a proud footballing history. The new 
pitch will be great for Barry Town United and 
hopefully will help propel them back into the Welsh 
Premier League, but the real benefit will be to the 
children playing here and the community as a whole. 

“Credit must go to the Vale Council for having the 
vision to make this happen and for making a major 
investment which will pay dividends for many years 
to come.” 

Jenner Park faced an uncertain future earlier this 
year as its high running costs were unsustainable in 
light of the unprecedented financial challenges being 
faced by the Vale Council. 

However, the installation of the new pitch will not 
only see costs cut but also use of the stadium made 
available to the whole community. 

Coun Gwyn John, cabinet member for visible 
services and leisure, said: “The easy decision would 
have been to simply close the doors to Jenner Park 
for good. Thankfully for all of those that value sport, 
the Vale of Glamorgan Council had the vision to 
develop a better facility and new way of managing it 
that will ensure this historic ground is used for 
generations to come. 

“It is the council’s aim to get more people living 
more active lives and the renovation of Jenner Park 
will help us take a huge step forward towards this 
goal. 

“The new Jenner Park will be somewhere where 
children and young people can develop their skills 
on a perfect playing surface and where adults at all 
levels can play the game they love in a first class 
facility.” 

Gavin Chesterfield, manager of Barry Town 
United FC, said: “Jenner Park is renowned 
throughout Welsh football and beyond. There have 
been many great nights throughout the stadium’s 
proud 102 year history. However, the installation of 
the new surface has given the stadium a new lease of 
life and it is now a hive of sporting activity. 

“As a club, the new pitch has opened up many 
possibilities in terms of how we engage the local 
community and we will be announcing many 
exciting new ventures in the coming weeks and 
months. To complement the launch of the new pitch 
the club has given out 300 free tickets to children 
and their families for our upcoming Welsh Cup third 
round tie versus Denbigh Town on December 5.” 

Work on the new playing surface was completed 
in October and the pitch has since received FIFA’s 
highest level of accreditation, FIFA Pro. The 
artificial surface has already seen action at levels 
ranging from mini-football to Barry Town United 
FC’s home games in the Welsh Football League 
Division 1. 

As part of the same programme of work being 
undertaken by the council, construction is soon to 
begin on four smaller five-a-side pitches at the 
Colcot Sports Centre in Barry. Along with the 
upgraded Jenner Park these pitches will provide a 
suite of surfaces within the Vale’s largest town that 
can be played on by all sections of the community 
365 days a year.
